Eagle Rock City Hall Improvements Have Begun! 

Built in 1922, just one year before Eagle Rock was consolidated with the City of Los Angeles, Eagle 
Rock City Hall was designated Los Angeles Historic Cultural Monument #59 in 1969. Councilmember 
Huizar, a strong proponent of historic preservation fought hard to secure $186,000 in this year's budget 
to renovate and restore this community gem. On Monday, July 7th, construction crews from the 
Department of General Services began work on Eagle Rock City Hall. 

Interior improvements include new paint, remodeling the bathrooms, adding new carpeting and flooring, 
and much more! Exterior improvements will include turf removal, community space, and a new plant 
palette. 

In order to allow for work to proceed as quickly as possible, Eagle Rock City Hall will be closed until the 
end of July to allow for the construction to move ahead.

LADWP Now Pays Customers $3 a Square Foot to Replace Their Lawn 

Cash in Your Lawn Incentive Jumps a Dollar Higher to Further Incentivize Outdoor Water Savings 

To encourage more outdoor water conservation, the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power 
(LADWP) has increased its Cash In Your Lawn incentive to $3 a square foot from $2 a square foot for 
residential customers to replace their water-thirsty grass with California Friendly plants and other 
water-wise landscaping. Of the 600 million gallons of drinking water delivered daily in the City of Los 
Angeles, about half is used for watering outdoors. 
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All LADWP customers interested in the Cash In Your Lawn Program must pre-apply for a rebate and 
receive LADWP approval before starting the turf replacement project. The Department will rebate up to 
2,000 square feet of lawn replaced, for a maximum cash repayment of $6,000. 

To help customers transition to water-wise gardens, LADWP, through its partnership with the 
Metropolitan Water District of Southern California, offers California Friendly landscape and gardening 
classes for customers to attend in person or take online.

At this 
meeting, the City of Los Angeles will listen to your thoughts about changing the business operating 
hours dictated by the Plan, which are currently 7:00am - 9:00pm. Do you think the hours should be 
changed, or left alone? If you want them changed, what should the new hours be? Or, do you think the 
operating hours provision should be struck entirely?

Read below the fold for even more info. 
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Why is Eagle Rock tackling this issue now? 

First, because we can - and second, because an assessment of this unique part of our Specific Plan, 
which was established back in 1992, is long overdue; no other Specific Plan in Los Angeles dictates 
business hours. Now that we're in the 22nd year of this experiment, it's obvious to anyone who strolls 
Colorado that there's a crazy-quilt of compliance with those 7:00-9:00pm hours: some shops and 
restaurants are dutifully abiding by the operating hours; some are violating them (knowingly or 
unknowingly); some are automatically exempt from them; and others have paid thousands of dollars to 
become exempt. 

Background: 

The force behind most sensible Land Use decisions in Eagle Rock is TERA (the Eagle Rock 
Association), and they have been lobbying for a change to the operating hours provision of the Specific 
Plan for years. (Read their own FAQ about the Plan at this link, and click around for more history.) The 
ERNC's current involvement began 2 years ago, when a few members researched the Plan, and asked 
questions: Were confusion and rumors about the Plan, let alone its regulations, scaring new businesses 
away from Colorado? Was the Plan hindering some existing businesses, while giving others an unfair 
advantage? Were big developers and pricey lawyers allowed to game the system? What was the 
process for taking the Plan into the shop, opening the hood, and replacing its broken parts?

The answer to the latter, repeatedly, was that it was practically impossible to change a Specific Plan; the 
amendment process is expensive and time-consuming, and until someone came up with $100,000 to 
pay for an employee to work on the amendment full time, in the middle of a recession, it just wasn't 
going to happen. 

Recently, however, all that nagging paid off; there was a glimmer of hope that a small change to the plan 
- in this case, the operating hours - would be possible, via a motion in City Council. Credit goes to the 
Planning Department for being flexible, and especially to the staff of Councilmember Jose Huizar for 
listening, doing the legwork, following up, and making this thing real. 

What's next: 

On Aug. 6, the City of LA, in the person of Council District 14 and Planning Dept, staff, will listen to 
Eagle Rock's thoughts on amending the Plan. The nuts-and-bolts process after that is best left up to 
these City employees to explain; it's not complicated, but it is a bit opaque, as most bureaucratic 
processes are. 

One anticipated byproduct of the Aug. 6 meeting will be a renewed focus on the rest of the Specific 
Plan. There's a lot of interesting stuff in there, and to discuss: Some argue that Specific Plans like ours 
are rarely enforced and inconsistently interpreted by the City of Los Angeles, whose default setting 
seems to be to to help developers evade their regulations. That's a structural problem with the City of 
L.A., but it becomes our problem, when, say, a mini-mall or drive-thru opens on Colorado, even though 
they're prohibited by our Specific Plan. But that's a topic for another day. 
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Please join us on August 6. 

This meeting is the result of a collaboration among groups who all care about Eagle Rock: 
Councilmember Huizar and his staff, the ERNC, TERA, the Eagle Rock Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Design Review Board of the Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan. Each group has their own take on the 
Plan, but all agree that it should be a net benefit for Eagle Rock. But the largest group who should be 
influencing this decision are the people who live and work here. So if you like what you see on Colorado 
Boulevard these days - or if you don't - you should come to the meeting. The more input the City of Los 
Angeles gets, the better decision they will make. 

For the record, the ERNC isn't advocating any specific changes to the operating hours, at least not yet. 
The meeting on August 6 is all about listening to you.

For 18 years, a colorful mural on the corner of Avenue 61 and Figueroa Street in Highland Park has 
served as visual lesson on the history of Mexican Americans. It’s not uncommon for passersby to stop to 
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take-in the iconic imagery contained in “Mexico-Tenochtitlan: A Sequence of Time and Culture.” 

“I see many people coming to take pictures and some of them are professional photographers,” said 
Pete Choi, owner of the Dollar Deal Discount Store where the mural is painted. 

Choi told EGP that the mural is unique and he believes “it is good for the community of Highland Park.” 

Through the years, however, the mural has lost some of its original essence. It has been vandalized and 
tagged multiple times, the paint is fading and the wall is cracking in some sections.

Anthony Ortega and Andy Ledesma, two of the mural’s original artists, hope to restore the mural, but 
don’t have the money to get it done. 

The mural was painted by the Quetzalcoalt Mural Project (QMP), a program to provide youth in 
underserved Los Angeles neighborhoods with opportunities to show their talent through public art. 
Ortega and Ledesma co-founded QMP and are now spearheading a campaign to bring the mural back 
to its original glory. 

They have been trying since July 2009 to get a full restoration effort underway. In January of this year, 
they were able to raise enough money to remove the graffiti left behind by taggers, but the more 
extensive and costly work, fixing the cracked sections of the exterior wall and applying anti-graffiti glaze 
for conservation, have yet to be completed. 

The muralists told EGP that they are reaching out to Highland Park residents, businesses, organizations 
and anyone who is interested in preserving the mural for help. 

According to Ortega, with the help of Councilman Gil Cedillo, in whose district the mural is located, they 
have applied for an $8,000 grant from the city’s Cultural Affairs Department (DCA). 

“We are supportive of the project and have voiced this to DCA,” Cedillo spokesman Freddy Ceja told 
EGP. However, “We have not been able to get a response with regards to where the proposal is,” Ceja 
told EGP. 

Ortega said the $8,000 grant would be a great boost, but added it could cost up to $25,000 to complete 
a full restoration. 

The mural holds special meaning for Ortega beyond its importance as a significant piece of public art. 

He said the mural is an homage to his friend Daniel Robles, an honor student at Roosevelt High School 
who was the victim of gang violence. Before he was killed, Robles had this idea to paint a series of 
murals to educate people about his cultural heritage and the historical contributions made by Mexican- 
Americans in the areas of art, science and humanities, said Ortega. 
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So Ortega secured the building’s then owner’s permission to paint the mural and lined up 14 other 
muralists to work on the project. Four months later in December 1996, they unveiled the 100-foot long, 
20-foot tall mural to the community. 

“We would spend days at the library learning about culture and giving out ideas to see what we wanted 
to portray,” Ledesma told EGP. 

From birth and nature to history and the fight for human rights, the mural depicts historical moments in a 
colorful display that can be seen from far away. Even passengers riding the Metro Gold Line can admire 
the mural as it passes by Avenue 61. 

John Densmore, former drummer of the famous rock band “The Doors” and “Rage Against the Machine” 
lead singer Zack de la Rocha, partially funded the original mural project back in 1996. Ortega said 
Densmore has donated $1,000 to this latest effort. 

In January, Ortega and John Estrada, another of the original artists, removed graffiti and repainted a 
small section of the mural.

Choi told EGP that taggers seem to be respecting the cleanup, and have so far not retagged the mural. 

Eighteen years ago, Highland Park was a “hot area” for a mixture of culture, graffiti and art. “We wanted 
to show cultural perspectives not only from the intellectuals, but also from the street experiences,” 
Ledesma told EGP. 

Ortega said they hope to find the original artists to restore the mural once funding is in place, but “since 
some [artists] have moved on, or moved out of the city,” they may have to work with local artists and 
volunteers. 

He told EGP that he’s not going to give up on his passion to be able to contribute positively to the 
community. “I spearheaded it 20 years ago, and I still have to spearhead it now,” he said. 

Ledesma currently lives in Texas but told EGP he is excited about coming back to L.A. in a few weeks to 
start working on the mural. 

“We have had nearly 20 years to reflect on the original project,” he said. “I’m interested to see how 
Highland Park has changed.” 

Proud of their Chicano background, Ortega and Ledesma both said they hope the mural will inspire 
young artists in the community for another 20 years.
